You are hereby notified to meet at Parish Hall, im 
said town, on the second. Tuesday of March, next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1 To choose by ballot and major vote a Town 
Clerk for the ensuing year. 


2 Tochoose by ballot and major vote three Select- 
men, One or more Road Agents, aay other necessary 
town officers, agents, and auditors ‘Yor the ensuing year. 


3 To choose one Library Trustee for the ensuing 
three years. 


4 To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the town poor, to pay town 
officers, and other necessary expenses arising within 
the town. 


5 To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for building and repairing highways and _ bridges, 
including money for permanent improvements and re- 
repairs. 


6 ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the repair and care of sewers. 


7 To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for building and repairing sidewalks. 


8 To raise such sums of money as may be found 
necessary to pay for lighting the streets of Groveton 
village. 


9 To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise, in addition to the amount required by law, for 
the support of the public library. 


10 To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the observance of Memorial Day. 


11 To see what action, ifany, the town will take 
in regard to the fourth class liquor licences of the license 
law of 1903. 


12 To see if the town will vote to raise a sum not 
to exceed three hundred dollars for the purpose oi 
building a town vault and arranging the town books 
and records therein. Said vault to be built under the 
direction of the Selectmen and im connection with the 
town library, or some other suitable place. 


13 To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before said meeting-

SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Northumberland : 


In accordance with the requirements of the laws of 
the State of New Hampshire, we herewith submit, our re- 
port for the fiscal year ending Feb. 15, 1914, for your 
consideration. 


During the year we retired water bonds amounting 
to $2500.00. We also paid town sewer notes of $3000, 
for which only $1000.00 was assessed. We also wish 
to call attention to the fact that we expended and paid 
for sewer extension on Cumberland Street and Crow Hill 
the sum of $2243.20, for which no assessment was 
made. Our instructions were to issue town notes for 
this work, but we are glad to report that it was not 
necessary to do so. We also made a payment of $500 
on the steam roller, for which no money was raised. 


On account of the heavy washouts last spring, the 
road agents were obliged to exceed the amount of the 
appropriations for highways, but we believe that it was 
necessary and the money was judiciously expended. 


We also call attention to our County tax, which 
was $1606.73, instead of $1181.88, as assessed. This 
occurred through an error on the part of the County 
officials in sending their warrant for the wrong amount. 
When we received the corrected warrant it was too late 
to correct 1t m our assessment. 


We are pleased to be able to report a good sub- 
stantial cash balance at this time and believe that our 
taxes can be maternally reduced this coming year by 


taking into consideration the money on hand in raising 
and appropriating money. About $3000.00 of this 
money will be used March 1st to retire water bonds of 
$2500 and interest on the balance outstanding. 

In conclusion, we wish to thank all the citizens of 
the town who assisted us in many ways in the per 
formance of our duties.
